EXPLANATION OF EXEMPTIONS 


SUBSECTIONS OF TITLE 5, UNITED STATES CODE, SECTION 552 

(b)( 1 ) (A) specifically authorized under criteria established by an Executive order to be kept secret in the interest of national defense or foreign 

policy and (B) are in fact properly classified to such Executive order;

disclosure could reasonably be expected to risk circumvention of the law, or ( F ) could reasonably be expected to endanger the life or 
physical safety of any individual;

Baltimore confidential informant T-L}., a prominent member 
of the State Bar Association, Wilmington, Delaware, advised in Nov- 
ember, 1951 that he has never received any information to the effect 
that LOUIS LORENZO REDDING is a Communist or member of the Communist 
party . . 

Baltimore Confidential informant T-2 advised in November, 

1951 that LOUIS REDDING handles all labor work for the Delaware Fel- 
lowship Commission. 

It is noted that on January 2, 1951 T-2 advised that the 
Delaware Fellowship Commission was an organization formed shortly 
prior thereto for the purpose of eliminating discrimination. He 
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
